REGULATORY PROPOSALS 


fe INTRODUCTION 
Why should you read this? 


Throughout history, people have depended on wild plants and animals for food, apparel, shelter, 
and commodities for trade. Trade in wildlife and wildlife products can be beneficial, while posing 
little risk to source populations, as long as these are managed and maintained at sustainable 
levels. If not managed wisely, wildlife trade has the potential to put populations of some species 
at risk and to contribute to the loss of biodiversity throughout the world. 


Canada and over 140 other nations are Parties to the Convention on International Trade in 
Endangered Species of Wild Fauna and Flora (CITES), which was established in 1975 to address 
threats to wildlife which may result from trade pressures. Through CITES, the world community 
monitors and controls trade in animal and plant species which are, or could become, threatened 
with extinction as a result of trade. CITES implements trade controls by prohibiting commercial 
trade in species which are threatened with extinction, while permitting trade in other listed 
species, subject to conservation considerations and monitoring of the trade. An explanation of the 
CITES species listings and permit system is included in Annex 1 at the end of this document. 


Canada implements CITES through the Wild Animal and Plant Protection and Regulation of 
International and Interprovincial Trade Act (WAPPRIITA), which became law in 1996. At that 
time it was stated that the regulatory program under the Act would be developed over the coming 
years through several regulations. The first step was the Wild Animal and Plant Trade 
Regulations, which also came into affect in 1996 and addressed the species to be protected by the 
Act. 


The government indicated that future regulations would deal with streamlining opportunities, 
such as certain exemptions to CITES permit requirements; administrative matters, such as record 
keeping, marking of specimens and designated ports of entry; and cost-recovery initiatives. The 
general purpose of the regulatory program is to ensure the Act can be efficiently and effectively 
administered and enforced in order to conserve Canadian and foreign species, while minimizing 
any unnecessary administrative or paper burden placed on government and the public. 


Environment Canada is proposing to proceed this year with regulatory initiatives under 
WAPPRIITA to improve administration and enforcement of CITES in three areas: 


° an exemption from permit requirements for certain personal and household effects, and new 
provisions for personal pets, 

¢ labeling requirements, and 

* removal notices and forfeiture to the Crown. 


The proposals for personal and household effects exemptions and personal pet provisions would 
affect individuals who travel into and out of Canada with CITES-listed species or products for 
non-commercial purposes. For example, the changes would affect travelers wearing clothing or 
accessories made from CITES-listed leathers or furs, Canadian residents moving their households 
to another country if the contents contain CITES-listed species or products, hobbyists taking 
orchids and other plants out of the country for display at international competitions, U.S. hunters 
taking their black bear trophies home with them and people traveling with certain personal pets, 
to name just a few. 


The proposals on labeling would affect all individuals and businesses shipping packages or 
containers which have or purport to have within them CITES-listed species, parts or derivatives. 


The proposals regarding removal notices and forfeiture could affect anyone who imports or 
exports wild animals and plants, their parts and derivatives, or attempts to do so, in contravention 
of WAPPRIITA. 


All Canadians can play a role in the conservation and protection of wild species of animals and 
plants within Canada and elsewhere. Participating in the development of regulations under 
WAPPRIITA represents an opportunity for the public to contribute its views on how Canada 
fulfills its commitments under CITES. 


What is the regulatory development process? 


All regulations made under federal legislation must satisfy the requirements of the federal 
regulatory process. A key element of this process is that the public be provided with an 
opportunity to review and participate in the development of regulations. This ensures that 
implementation of legislation is fair, effective and efficient. 


This document is part of the public consultation process. The proposals presented here are based 
on the input of staff from within Environment Canada and from other federal and 
provincial/territorial departments and agencies involved in the implementation of CITES. It also 
takes into consideration comments received from the public during the development of 
WAPPRIITA and the Wild Animal and Plant Trade Regulations. 


The regulatory proposals are presented to stimulate discussion and to encourage submissions 
from the public. Once these comments have been received, drafting of the text of the regulations 
will begin. The draft regulations will then be published in Part I of the Canada Gazette and the 


public will have a period of 30 days in which to provide further comment. After consideration of 
all of these comments, the regulations will be modified as appropriate and published in final form 
in Part II of the Canada Gazette.

Il. PERSONAL AND HOUSEHOLD EFFECTS AND PERSONAL PETS 
What in general is being proposed and why? 


WAPPRIITA provides new flexibility to address long-standing wildlife trade-related problems. 
One such issue is the administrative and enforcement burden on government and inconvenience 
to the public associated with requiring permits for the export, import and re-export of all personal 
and household effects, without a commensurate benefit for conservation. Most of the activities 
covered under the proposed exemptions and pet provisions present a low risk to the species 
involved. Given the tens of thousands of people entering and leaving Canada each day and the 
relatively small number of non-commercial personal and household effects associated with the 
movements of each of these individuals, the effort spent trying to monitor and enforce this 
situation could be better spent focusing on shipments which present a greater risk of harm to 
species in trade. By implementing reasonable exemptions for personal and household effects and 
new provisions for personal pets, monitoring and enforcement efforts can be shifted to 
commercial trade, where the largest conservation benefit can be obtained. 


The Parties to CITES have recognized that requiring permits for the personal and household 
goods of individual travelers may not be justifiable or necessary as a means of meeting the 
objective of conserving threatened species. The Convention and subsequent resolutions of the 
Parties have, therefore, provided that countries may allow exemptions from or modifications to 
CITES permit requirements for personal and household effects. 


A number of countries and economic associations, such as the United States and the European 
Union, have already implemented personal and household effects exemptions. Canada is 
proposing to implement some exemptions from permit requirements for specific types of personal 
and household effects, as well as for some tourist souvenirs and for black bear and sandhill crane 
trophies. Also it is proposed that the Temporary Export/Re-Import Certificate currently used for 


personally owned pets would be replaced by a new certificate of ownership, which would be like 
a passport. 


The personal and household effects exemption and pet provisions would apply only to items 
which are for the personal or household use of the person or household claiming the exemption 
and would not apply to items which are being imported or exported for commercial purposes. Nor 
would they apply to any Canadian species which is listed nationally as endangered or threatened. 


In general, it is proposed that the new provisions would apply to movement between Canada and 
all other countries, with the exception of the hunting trophy exemptions which would apply only 
between Canada and the U.S. 


It should be emphasized that the proposed personal and household effects exemptions and 
personal pet provisions would apply only to Canada’s requirements under CITES. They would in 
no way affect any permits required under the Health of Animals Act or Plant Protection Act, 
administered by Agriculture and Agri-Food Canada, requirements under provincial/territorial 
wildlife legislation, or the import or export requirements of other countries for either CITES or 
other purposes. 


What are the details of the personal and household effects and personal pet proposals? 


The meanings of ‘personal effects’ and ‘household effects’ and other associated terms, such as 
tourist souvenirs, hunting trophy, accompanying personal baggage and commercial purposes, as 
well as that of ‘personally owned pet’, need to be clearly defined. Decisions must also be made 
on what CITES species or types of activities (e.g. tourist souvenirs, hunting trophies) may, or 
may not, be included in the exemptions. Further, consideration must be given to the protection of 
species native to Canada and the ecosystems of which they are a part, in addition to the protection 
of the species which are not native to Canada involved in this trade. 


A good place to start is by looking at what would be meant by the various terms and concepts and 
how they relate to each other. 


‘Personal Effects’ 


‘Personal effects’ would be items which are owned and possessed by an individual, usually in the 
country in which that person is resident. The purpose of the movements between countries would 
be strictly non-commercial. The items would have to be worn by or accompany the individual 
when crossing the border. This would mean that the items in question could be worm as clothing 
or accessories or the items are small enough to be part of the individual’s ‘accompanying 
personal baggage’ which is being carried or checked as baggage. Where a person is traveling in a 
car, small plane or boat, for example, the item would also have to be carried in that same car, 
plane or boat. Lastly, the items would have to be for the individual’s personal use and be items 
which are reasonably necessary or appropriate for the nature of the trip or stay. 


‘Household Effects’ 


As with ‘personal effects’, ‘household effects’ would be items which are owned by an individual, 
rather than by a business or a corporation, and must be moved between countries for strictly 
non-commercial purposes. These items would accompany the household or be part of a shipment 
of the personal household belongings of the people who are moving to or from Canada and would 
have to be consistent with the nature of the intended move. The contents of these shipments 
would have to be specifically declared to Customs when the individual lands in Canada or, in the 
case of a household leaving Canada, at the port of export. ‘Personally owned pets’ and live plants 
would be the only living items permitted under this provision. 


The proposal also provides that items which are imported or exported as a result of an inheritance 
or a bequest would be allowed under the ‘household effects’ exemption. This provision would 
only apply to items from a deceased person’s estate and only if the items otherwise meet the 
requirements of ‘household effects’. It would not apply to things which are given or transferred 
prior to the death of the person making the bequest. 


‘Commercial Purposes’ 


None of the exemptions or the personal pet provisions being proposed could be used for 
‘commercial purposes’. In addition to the standard concepts of buying, selling, trading and 
bartering, this would also include such activities as commercial displays or exhibits and activities 
where items are being used to solicit sales. 


Proving that an export or import is for ‘commercial purposes’ is difficult, unless the intentions of 
the person involved can be proven by some fact established before the export or import occurred 
or at the point where an export or import is occurring. To assist in determining ‘intent’ in these 
circumstances, it is proposed that, in the absence of evidence to the contrary, selling, trading or 
bartering the item exported or imported under one of the exemptions within 90 days would be 
considered as having been for ‘commercial purposes’. 


‘Tourist Souvenirs’ 


‘Tourist souvenirs’ would be ‘personal effects’ which are acquired by an individual outside of the 
country where the person is normally resident. In accordance with Article VII, paragraph 3 of the 
Convention and resolutions passed by the Parties to CITES, items considered ‘tourist souvenirs’ 
would not include any Appendix I species or any live animals or live plants. Also, export permits 
from countries requiring such permits would have to be presented to Canada Customs, upon 
entering Canada. 
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Hunting Trophy’ 


A ‘hunting trophy’ would be ‘personal effects’ which are acquired by an individual outside of the 
country where the person is normally resident. Thus, in the case of both a ‘hunting trophy’ and 


‘tourist souvenirs’, the concept of ‘personal effects’ would be extended to recognize that in these 
circumstances the items are not acquired in the country where the person is normally resident. 


The proposal would apply only to two Canadian species listed under Appendix II for look-alike 
reasons: the black bear and sandhill crane. It is reasonable to consider the ‘hunting trophy’ 
exemption for these species, since hunting of these animals is regulated and monitored by 
provincial and territorial wildlife authorities for black bear and by the Canadian Wildlife Service 
for sandhill cranes: harvest levels are well known and populations are considered healthy. An 
exemption for these species would reduce administration involved with permit issuance (i.e. some 
10,000 CITES export permits issued each year) and eliminate duplication with provincial and 
territorial requirements and programs in the case of black bear, without increasing the level of 
risk for these species. 


The possibility that this exemption could provide a source of black bear parts for commercial 
trade would be avoided by limiting the exemption for black bear hunting trophies to hides, hides 
with paws and claws attached, skulls or meat, and would exclude organs. 


All federal, provincial and territorial legal requirements applying to the hunting, possession, 
reporting or registration and export of the animals in question would have to be complied with 
before the exemption would apply. 


‘Personally Owned Pet’ 


In accordance with a resolution passed by the Parties to CITES in June 1997, the proposal for the 
“personally owned pet’ provision would allow the owner to apply to the Canadian CITES 
Management Authority for a certificate of ownership which would authorize non-commercial _ 
movements of the pet. The certificate of ownership would be used like a passport each time the 
animal leaves or enters Canada and would contain information about the owner, the pet and any 
identification requirements. It would be good for multiple trips over a period of three years. The 
certificate of ownership would replace the Temporary Export/Re-Import Certificates which are 
currently in use only for travel between Canada and the U.S. 


Pets are usually a long-term commitment and the 90-day ownership requirement of Agriculture 
and Agri-Food Canada for import of pets is a reasonable model to follow, both for export and 
import. Any animals born or hatched within this 90-day period would also be eligible to be 
considered as a ‘personally owned pet’. This would, for example, avoid separation of the young 
from the parent. 


A ‘personally owned pet’ provision could fall into either the category of ‘personal effects’ or 
‘household effects’ and this would be recognized in those definitions. The animal may be 
accompanying a person on a trip or it might be going with a family when the family moves to 
another country. In any event, the challenge is to ensure that the pet is a legitimate pet, it is 
identifiable and it is not being moved for commercial reasons. 
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What Other Conditions are Necessary or Appropriate? 


The proposed exemptions for personal and household effects and provisions on personally owned 
pets comply with the Convention and all currently applicable resolutions passed by the Parties. 
Additionally, Article XIV of the Convention and several resolutions passed by the Parties also 
recognize that countries may wish to apply stricter measures to meet domestic conservation 
objectives, including protection of native species and ecosystems. From a Canadian perspective, 
additional conditions are being proposed which would limit how the exemptions and the 
‘personally owned pet’ provision are applied. In particular, they would not apply to the 
following: 


¢ export of nationally endangered or threatened species, including products made from them; 

¢ export of raw, unprocessed or semi- processed items, excluding hunting trophies and 
feathers; and, 

¢ import of undesirable species listed in Schedule II of the Wild Animal and Plant Trade 
Regulations. 


Should Declarations be Required at the Border? 


Allowing exports, imports and re-exports to occur without permits under the exemptions means 
that the information previously gathered from the permits would n no longer be available. There 
are differing views on the usefulness of this information. 


Three options are being considered, but no option is being recommended at this time. The 
options are as follows: 


¢ not to require declarations; 

* to require declarations for all movement of items covered by an exemption and the 
“personally owned pet’ provision; or 

* to require declarations for some selected movements. 


The first option would be the lowest cost and easiest to implement, but it would provide no 
information about the size or nature of the movements under the exemptions and the ‘personally 
owned pet’ provision. The second option would generate the most information, but it would be 
the most costly to implement. Would all of the information be used and useful? The third option 
would provide information which is considered necessary and may be less expensive than the 
second option. It would probably create the most difficulties in getting compliance and in 
training staff. 


If either the second or the third option is tentatively selected, a workload/cost analysis will be 
carried out before a final decision is made. 
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How might the proposed personal and household effects exemptions and pet provisions affect 
you? 


I want to do something which does not fall under one of the personal and household effects 
exemptions or the pet provision. What would happen in those situations? 


In these cases, the system of applying for and obtaining permits would apply in the same way as 
it does at the present time. 


For example, a Canadian tourist in the U.S. wishes to purchase a live Appendix II cactus and 
bring it back to Canada. The ‘tourist souvenir’ exemption would not apply to live plants or 
animals; therefore, the tourist would have to get a CITES export permit from the U.S. Fish and 
Wildlife Service. 


Another example might be a Canadian who sells leather goods made from CITES species and 
who wants to move his or her family and business to another country. In this case, the leather 
goods would be moved for commercial purposes and not for the personal use of that household. 
Canadian CITES export permits would be required for the export of the goods. 


Yet another example might be a Canadian who purchased an adult parrot as a pet a month ago 
and now wants to take it along on vacation to the Caribbean. Since the pet has not been owned 
for at least 90 days, a CITES export permit would be required, the same as it is at the present 
time. 


What if I am a traveller who wears clothing or has accessories made from CITES species? 


The leather used for making purses, footwear, leather trim on clothing, briefcases and wristwatch 
straps, to name some of the typical items, is sometimes made from CITES species. If these types 
of items were being used by you and you had no intention of selling them, they would not require 
a CITES export permit when you leave Canada. A permit would also not be required to bring 
these items back into Canada, unless the country from which you were coming requires an export 
permit for these personal effects. 


What if I am a tourist who might buy a souvenir made from CITES species while in the U.S.? 


Providing the souvenirs are not live plants or animals or made from Appendix I species, other 
souvenirs would be permitted for your personal use. The U.S. recognizes a personal effects 
exemption which includes tourist souvenirs; therefore, Canada would not require presentation of 
a U.S. CITES export permit at the border. However, if you are not sure, you should contact the 
Office of the CITES Management Authority at the U.S. Fish and Wildlife Service. 
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What if 1 am a tourist who brings back souvenirs from other countries? 


This situation is basically the same as explained above for returning from the U.S. However, 
many countries do not allow exemptions from permit requirements for tourist souvenirs. If in 
doubt, you should consult the CITES Management Authority in the country from which you are 
exporting the souvenir. 


I have owned a personal pet for a couple of years and want to take it with me on several trips into 
the U.S. over the next couple of years. What CITES permits do I need? 


You would apply to the Office of the Management Authority at the Canadian Wildlife Service for 
a Certificate of Ownership for that animal. This Certificate would take the place of a permit and 
could be valid for multiple transborder movements for a period of up to three years. Each time 
you cross the border, either leaving or entering Canada, the Certificate would be presented to 
Canada Customs and stamped by them in much the same way as a passport for a person is 
validated. 


A U.S. resident has hunted a black bear in Canada and wants to take the hide and meat back to 
the U.S. What would be needed in this situation? 


If the province or territory from which the bear was taken requires a provincial/territorial export 
permit, a CITES export permit to take the hide and meat to the U.S. would not be required, 
providing the black bear was lawfully taken and the provincial/territorial export permit was 
obtained. In other provinces and territories, where the hunting licence can be used to authorize 
export for a specified period after the animal has been taken or you are required to report or 
register the bear, you would have to comply with these conditions in order to legally export the 
bear from Canada. The provincial export permit and/or your hunting licence would have to be 
presented at the border. 


What if the U.S. hunter wanted to leave a black bear hide with a Canadian taxidermist for 
tanning and then have it sent to the hunter’s home in the U.S. by the taxidermist? What would be 
needed to export the tanned hide? 


The U.S. hunter would not need anything; however, the taxidermist would require a CITES 
export permit and, if required, a provincial or territorial export permit as well. This export would 
not be covered by the ‘hunting trophy’ exemption, and so the normal permit requirements would 
be applicable. 


I have a personal collection of carvings made from African elephant ivory and I wish to move my 
household from Canada to the U.S. What would I need to export these from Canada? 


While nothing would be required by Canada, the import would be permitted only under limited 
circumstances by the U.S. In general, all imports of ivory into the U.S. are prohibited under the 
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Endangered Species Act and the African Elephant Conservation Act, except: when the items are 

more than 100 years old, when the items are being re-imported after having been exported from 

the U.S. and registered as personal and household effects, or when the items were acquired for 

non-commercial purposes prior to February 4, 1977 (date of first listing under CITES). In these 

three circumstances, the U.S. Fish and Wildlife Service would be able to advise you as to the 
particular requirements which would have to be met. 


Ill. CITES LABELING PROVISIONS 
What is being proposed and why? 


Canada is also proposing to create several package labeling requirements in regulation, which 
relate primarily to commercial imports, exports and re-exports. Many shipments containing wild 
animal and plant products enter and leave Canada each year. Sometimes packages or shipping 
containers have no labels, or labels which indicate low-risk CITES species (e.g. Appendix III) or 
non-CITES species and which can be peeled off to reveal a list of contents containing high-risk 
CITES species (e.g. Appendix I) on an underlying label. Applying visual, chemical or DNA 
testing to each package or container within each shipment is not feasible. A reasonable solution 
would be requiring accurate labeling of packages or shipping containers and being able to lay 
charges based on either the label content or on the actual content, as determined by forensic 
testing. 


The proposal would create several provisions in regulation about the use of accurate labels and 
their use for enforcement purposes. All products in packages or shipping containers would be 
required to state any CITES-listed species on the label. Prosecutions would be based on the label 
information or on what the package actually contained. Where multiple labels were attached, 
including over top of each other, the information on any one of the labels with regards to 
CITES-listed species would be sufficient proof of what the package contained. Where multiple 
labels contain conflicting information, the label indicating the most protected CITES species 
would be used for the purpose of prosecution. 


How might the proposed labeling provisions affect you? 


What would happen if I wished to buy a pair of cowboy boots made of leather from an Appendix 
II CITES species while on vacation in the U.S.? If I were wearing them or if they were just in my 
luggage, would they have to be labeled? 


No, these would not have to be labeled because they were not packaged. 


I wish to take packages of herbal medicine for my Berscaae use ona vacation. Would these have 
to be accurately labeled? 


Yes, because the only readily available evidence as to what the package contains would be what 
is indicated on the label. 
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Iama commercial importer of leather. If I imported leather made from an Appendix II species 
for use as trim on clothing, would the container in which this leather is shipped to me have to be 
labeled as containing the species? 


Yes. The container would have to be clearly marked as containing the species because leathers 
made from various species, CITES-listed and otherwise, are not always easy to distinguish simply 
by visual inspection. 


Iam a commercial exporter of garments with leather trim made from a CITES- listed species. 
What would happen if the shipment of leather were labeled as an Appendix II species but actually 
contained leather from an Appendix I species? 


The shipment would be detained and you would be subject to charges under WAPPRIITA. The 
shipment would be forfeited if you were subsequently found guilty. 


IV. ADMINISTRATIVE MATTERS 
What is being proposed and why? 


Amendments are proposed to the Wild Animal and Plant Trade Regulations to address two 
administrative matters. 


Section 18 of the Act provides that, where enforcement officers have reason to believe that 
something is being imported into Canada in contravention of the Act, they may issue a removal 
notice in a prescribed form and manner. While the response to a suspected violation is normally 
seizure of the items involved, circumstances may arise in which it is preferable to order their 
removal from Canada. Specifying the form and manner in regulation would now provide 
enforcement officers with the means to use the removal option. The advantages of this approach 
are that the specimens are removed quickly without the necessity for and costs associated with a 
lengthy court proceeding and that the violator assumes responsibility for the costs associated with 
the removal. 


The proposed regulatory amendment would prescribe what information would be included on the 
removal form. It would include such basic information as the name and address of the importer 
and exporter, a description of the thing to be removed, the contravention which has occurred and 
the timing and conditions for removal. The form would also specify any special conditions, such 
as inspection requirements before export, marking and packaging and the port of export, as 
appropriate to the circumstances of the situation. 


Currently Section 14 of the Wild Animal and Plant Trade Regulations states that, where 
something is detained or seized, it is forfeited to the Crown if it has not been removed within 70 
days. Sometimes more time is needed in order for the importer or exporter or for the enforcement 
officer to obtain the information necessary in order to complete a review or investigation of the 
case. There may be delays, for example, in obtaining the necessary information from the CITES 
authority of a foreign government or from a scientific expert, or in obtaining translation of 
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documents written in a foreign language. The proposed amendment would permit the Minister to 
extend the automatic forfeiture period, subject to prescribed criteria.

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ANNEX: 
THE CITES LISTING AND PERMIT SYSTEM 


CITES generally operates through an import/export permit system. The level of control exercised 
by CITES increases as the threat to a species resulting from trade increases. Species which are 
currently threatened with extinction by trade receive more attention and protection than a species 
which might become threatened unless trade is controlled. Animals and plants that require 
protection are classified into one of three appendices: 


Appendix I 


Appendix I lists species which are threatened with extinction and which are or may be affected by 
trade. Trade in specimens of these species is subject to particularly strict regulation in order not to 
endanger further their survival. Before you may import or export an Appendix I species or 
product, you must have both a CITES export permit from the country the item is coming from, 
and a CITES import permit from the country to which the item is going. Trade for primarily 
commercial purposes is prohibited; CITES import permits are issued only under special 
circumstances. 


Examples: all lemurs, apes and many monkeys, most whales, most bears, most cats, all 
elephants (except for live animals, sports trophies and some parts, not including ivory, from 
Zimbabwe, Botswana and Namibia) and rhinoceroses, many hawks and eagles, many pheasants, 
many parrots, many turtles and tortoises, all sea turtles, most crocodiles . . . and many more. 


Appendix II 


Appendix II lists (a) species which are not necessarily threatened with extinction at present, but 
could become so unless trade is strictly regulated in order to avoid over- utilization, or (b) other 
species which must be regulated in order that trade in specimens of species referred to in (a) may 
be brought under effective control. Before you may import or export an Appendix II species or 
product, you must have a CITES export permit from the country of export. 


Examples: all flamingos, all hummingbirds, all chameleons, all tegu lizards, all monkeys, 
whales, dolphins, bears, cats (except domestic), wolves, hawks, eagles, owls, parrots, tortoises, 
crocodiles, pythons, iguana and monitor lizards, bird-wing butterflies, cacti.and orchids that are 
not already listed under Appendix I. . . and many, many more. 


Appendix III 


Appendix III lists species which a country has identified as subject to regulation within its 
jurisdiction for the purpose of preventing or restricting exploitation, and for which the

cooperation of other countries is needed in the control of trade. A CITES export permit is 
required to export Appendix III species or product from the listing country and a CITES 
certificate of origin is required for re-export. 


Examples: water buffalo (Nepal), kinkajou (Honduras), hippopotamus (Ghana), rock dove 
(Ghana), Russell’s viper (India), walrus (Canada) . . . and more. 
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
